2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 7 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 7 and 16 each recites the limitation "said nylon bag structure" in lines 2 
and 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over DeMichele. 

Applicant's attention is invited to the removable golf sleeve taught by DeMichele 
in Figures 29-30. Note that this is made of nylon as claimed. 

4. Claims 1, 10, 11, 13 and 18-20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Airey, Jr. 

Applicant's attention is invited to the removable golf sleeve taught by Airey, Jr in 
Figure 3 shown received in the golf bag in Figure 4. 

5. Claims 2-4 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 1 , 2 and 13 above, and further in view of 
Shidner. 
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The use of nylon in golf bag construction is well-known in the art. TO have 
optionally selected 400 denier Nylon would have been obvious in view of Shidner 
teaching the use of such in bag construction. 

6. Claims 6-8 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 1 , 3 and 13 above, and further in view of Gill et 
al. 

To have optionally made those portions of the sleeve that need to be stronger of 
1000 denier nylon would have been obvious in vie of such teaching by Gill et al. 

7. Claims 12 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 1 and 13 above, and further in view of Aliano, 
Jr. 

While it is noted that applicant has not provided any particular details of 
attachment to had provided a golf sleeve with a folding stand to support the sleeve 
would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Aliano, Jr. at 164. 

8. Claims 5, 9, 15 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. MacDonald, Sato and Donovan show other stands for golf bags 
Kwon, Nichols, Hsueh, Reicherstorfer and Uner et al show golf bag sets. Shears, 
Barrise et al, Carman, Halpen, Little, Townsend, Jr., Parpart, Miller and Cho show golf 
club carriers
